"Mother  of  the  Spirit-Fire  Cheemah,"  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  She  said  that  the  Port  of  San  Francisco 
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and  Pier  39  have  agreed  to  a  permanent  site  on  East  Park.  She  asked  the  Commission  for  permission  to 
install  the  monument  at  that  site. 

Artist  Osprey  Orielle  Lake  said  that  the  sculpture  symbolized  the  concepts  of  cultural  diversity  and  care 
for  the  earth. 

During  public  comment,  the  following  individuals  testified  in  favor  of  the  project:  Connie  King,  Piero 
Mussi,  Ruth  Asawa,  Jeanne  Sheppard,  Joseph  Smith,  Lou  Marines,  Asia  Powers,  Rita  Mak,  Terry  Bigio 
for  Laura  Weiss,  Nancy  Ellen  for  Debra  Silver,  and  Wyola  Garden  for  Senator  Dianne  Feinstein. 

President  Gatti  opened  Commission  discussion.  He  explained  that  the  item  had  been  heard  in  visual  arts 
committee  and  that  it  had  been  a  tie  vote  on  whether  to  approve  the  proposed  East  Park  site  at  Pier  39  for 
placement  of  the  proposed  gift. 

In  answer  to  Commissioner  questions  on  uniqueness  as  a  criterion  for  acceptance,  Debra  Lehane  said  that 
it  was  Commission  policy  to  decline  a  work  that  had  been  mass  produced.  She  made  the  distinction 
between  a  limited  edition  and  mass  production,  saying  that  a  production  of  eight  constituted  a  limited 
edition. 

In  further  discussion,  one  Commissioner  said  the  work  reflected  harmony.  Another  said  it  was  a 
commercial,  mass  produced  piece  that  was  a  negative  stereotype  of  females.  The  Commissioner  said  that 
it  did  not  meet  his  standards  for  a  powerful  work  of  art.  Another  suggested  that  the  work  not  be  accepted 
into  the  collection  but  that  the  Commission  approve  the  pier  39  location.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the 
proposed  site  was  a  parcel  of  open  space  that  was  a  delicate  window  onto  the  bay.  The  staff  curatorial 
report  was  quoted  as  labeling  the  work  commercial  and  illustrative.  Other  points  made  by  the  different 
Commissioners  were  that  the  work  was  technically  well  made,  that  neither  an  American  animal  symbol 
nor  a  Caucasian  woman  were  multicultural,  that  the  work  was  a  positive  symbol,  and  that  the  policy  of 
acceptance  into  the  collection  included  monuments  that  were  significant  to  a  particular  group. 

President  Gatti  reminded  those  present  that  eight  votes,  constituting  a  quorum  of  the  full  Commission, 
would  be  required  to  approve  the  following  motion.  He  asked  for  a  roll  call  vote.  The  motion  did  not 
carry.

IV.    DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Richard  Newirth  announced  the  dedication  of  the  new  courthouse  and  public  art 
works  on  February  19. 
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He  announced  that  Susan  Pontious  had  given  a  presentation  to  SPUR  on  the  forthcoming 
public  art  projects  at  the  new  international  airport,  and  that  Jill  Manton  was  scheduled  to 
give  one  on  other  public  art  works  on  February  19. 

He  called  the  Commissioners'  attention  to  their  copies  of  the  draft  five-year  plan  for 
WritersCorps.  The  plan  will  be  the  top-priority  proposed  increase  to  the  General  Fund 
budget  to  be  submitted  to  the  Mayor  for  1998-99.  He  reported  that  the  national 
WritersCorps  meeting  was  being  held  later  that  month  in  San  Francisco  for  the  first  time. 
He  announced  a  WritersCorps  reading  at  the  gallery. 

He  reviewed  the  other  proposed  additions  to  the  General  Fund  submission.  They  included  a 
computer  system  upgrade,  an  ADA  public  art  study,  the  renovation  of  suite  240  and 
restoration  of  the  Gallery  Director's  position  to  the  General  Fund. 

He  commented  on  a  successful  Gallery  opening  the  preceding  month,  both  in  the  gallery 
and  on  the  3rd  and  4th  floors  of  401  Van  Ness. 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  that  he  expected  the  Cultural  Tourism  Initiative  publication  of 
itineraries  to  be  ready  by  the  end  of  February. 

He  announced  coverage  of  the  Bayview  Opera  House  movie  project  on  the  Channel  7 
program  Profiles  of  Excellence.  He  announced  that  the  Performing  Arts  Committee  would 
enter  into  contract  with  Rita  Barela  for  the  production  of  Making  Waves.  He  said  that 
Mabel  Teng  has  asked  the  Art  Commission  to  conduct  a  competition  for  a  "Made  in  San 
Francisco"  label. 

He  reported  that  he  had  attended  the  recent  Urban  Arts  Federation  meeting  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  and  that  he  had  been  elected  vice  president. 

Commissioner  Brother-Elk  voiced  his  concern  for  budgeting  to  meet  the  needs  for 
additional  public  information.

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In  an  update  on  the  Harvey  Milk  project,  Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  meetings  over  the  past  couple  of 
months  with  Mark  Primeau,  DPW,  Aaron  Betsky,  MOMA,  and  representatives  of  SPUR  to  address  City 
concerns  about  the  San  Francisco  Prize  proposal  for  the  project.  As  a  result  of  these  meetings,  the  San 
Francisco  Prize  Committee  will  develop  a  revised  proposal  within  the  next  several  weeks.

Committee  and  the  Program. 

Commissioner  Rogers  referred  the  Commissioners  to  the  pedestrian  signage  project,  discussed 
under  item  3  of  the  Committee  minutes.  He  said  that  the  project  was  an  important  one  that  had 
generated  considerable  discussion.  He  urged  all  Commissioners  to  submit  their  input  to  him  or 
other  Committee  members  before  the  review  of  phase  2. 

2.  Executive  Committee  -  Stanlee  Gatti,  Chair 

a.  Report  from  Chair  of  Executive  Committee  regarding  activities  of  the  Committee 

and  the  Program. 

Commissioner  Gatti  discussed  a  CEG  topic  that  had  come  before  the  Committee,  in  which  CEI 
level  2  recommendations  had  been  considered  by  the  Committee  because  the  panel  had  not  made  a 
recommendation  for  funding  due  to  the  extremely  close  scoring  of  the  third-,  fourth-,  fifth-,  and 
sixth-ranked  applicants.  The  two  top  applicants  had  considerably  higher  scores.  The  panel  had 
requested  of  the  Committee  permission  to  review  the  original  scoring  of  all  six  proposals.  The 
committee  denied  this  request. 
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Commissioner  Gatti  then  explained  that  the  existing  procedure  called  for  awarding  the  available 
money  to  the  applicants  according  to  the  ranking,  regardless  of  the  spread,  and  that  no  other 
procedure  was  possible  without  an  official  policy  change  beforehand  by  the  Executive  Committee. 
Consequently,  the  Committee  had  made  the  decision  to  approve  grants  for  the  top  three 
candidates,  as  that  was  all  the  budget  allowed. 

Mr.  Newirth  explained  that  normally  a  panel  would  not  revisit  their  scores  once  they  began 
discussing  funding,  and  that  to  do  so  would  be  an  irregularity.  The  Executive  Committee  had 
therefore  made  the  decision  not  to  veer  from  the  established  procedure. 

Commissioner  Mirikitani  commented  on  the  need  to  follow  protocol.  Commissioner  Kirk  said  that 
the  Committee  position  constituted  a  directive  to  panels  to  follow  through  on  their  obligation  as 
established.

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  commented  on  the  large  and  enthusiastic 
attendance  at  the  Gallery  opening  of  the  Burning  Man  exhibition  and  the  lighting 
ceremony  and  street  fair  afterward  at  Exploration  City  Site  and  adjoining  Lech  Walesa 
Alley. 

In  a  preliminary  report  on  the  news  racks  issue,  he  said  that  a  vendor  had  been  selected  for 
new  pedestal-mounted  news  racks.  The  winning  proposal  provides  for  the  dedication  of 
5%  of  the  ad  space  for  public  service  announcements.  Mr.  Newirth  has  spoken  to 
Department  of  Public  Works  to  explore  the  possibility  of  implementing  a  second  poster  art 
program  in  these  spaces. 
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He  commented  on  the  successful  free  outdoor  Summer  in  the  City  concert  on  July  12.  He 
announced  that  work  was  beginning  on  the  1997-98  annual  report  and  the  next  newsletter. 

In  an  update  on  WritersCorps,  he  said  that  interviews  of  potential  teachers  for  next  year  were  under  way. 
He  also  said  that  plans  for  additional  teachers  for  juvenile  probation  facilities  might  have  to  be  deferred 
until  the  next  fiscal  year,  pending  approval  of  the  necessary  funding. 

Kola  Thomas,  executive  director,  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Arts  and  Culture,  spoke  on 
behalf  of  the  Consortium  of  Community  Cultural  Centers  to  ask  the  Commission  to  approve  item  8 
pertaining  to  the  cultural  center  line  item  budget .

The  Commissioners  were  asked  to  consider  the  following  motion,  removed  from  the 
consent  calendar,  approving  two  street  artist  applicants  for  certification  of  framed 
compositions  of  butterflies  and  insects: 

Motion  to  approve  applicants  David  R.  Morse  and  Harold  F.  Brennanfor 
certification  of  framed  compositions  of  butterflies  and  insects. 

Mr.  Lazar  gave  the  background.  He  explained  that  the  applicants'  work,  made  with  dead 
butterflies  and  insects,  had  not  been  approved  in  screening  because  the  advisory  committee 
had  decided  the  work  was  not  predominantly  created  or  significantly  altered  in  form.  The 
applicants  appealed  the  decision  before  the  program  Committee,  submitting  only  one 
composition.  Mr.  Lazar  also  reviewed  guidelines  established  by  the  street  artists  ordinance. 
These  requirements  were  that  something  must  be  either  predominantly  created  or 
significantly  altered  in  form  by  the  artist.  The  Committee  approved  the  work,  but  other 
street  artists  have  since  complained.  They  have  objected  to  the  use  of  butterflies  and  have 
maintained  that  the  work  does  not  conform  to  guidelines  established  by  the  ordinance.  Mr. 
Lazar  said  that  the  City  Attorney  had  given  the  opinion  that  the  Commission  lacked  the 
authority  to  deny  a  street  artist  certificate  based  on  public  policy  objections  to  the  materials 
used  in  an  art  item.  He  also  said  an  issue  to  be  weighed  was  whether  sufficient  evidence 
had  been  presented  before  the  Committee  to  warrant  a  recommendation  for  certification. 
The  motion  to  approve  the  applicants  for  certification  had  therefore  been  removed  from  the 
consent  calendar  for  consideration  by  the  full  Commission. 

In  public  testimony,  the  following  people  spoke  against  passage  of  the  motion.  Rebecca 
Wolford,  Lynn  Sunday,  Cat  Bellin,  Virginia  Bums,  Sharon  MacDougall,  Virginia  Travers. 
Speaking  in  support  of  the  motion  were  Frank  Levin,  Walter  Rosenthal,  Harold  Brennan. 
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In  Commission  discussion,  Commissioner  Freebairn- Smith  said  that  the  work  did  not  meet 
the  requirement  to  modify  materials.  He  said  that  the  items  were  not  predominantly  created 
by  the  artist  and  were  not  significantly  altered. 

Commissioner  Roth  asked  about  works  composed  of  dried  flowers.  Mr.  Lazar  answered 
that  artists  have  been  licensed  for  preserved  flowers  in  glass  as  well  as  for  wreaths,  and 
that,  in  those  cases,  the  issue  has  been  one  of  the  applications  to  the  materials.  He  said  that 
no  one  had  ever  been  licensed  for  cut  flowers. 

Commissioner  Stermer  said  that  he  would  vote  against  certification,  based  on  the  issue  of 
significant  alteration  of  materials.  He  suggested  that  the  item  should  be  referred  back  to 
Committee. 

Commissioner  Meyer  expressed  his  support  for  the  motion.  He  said  that  the  object  itself 
met  the  definition  of  what  was  acceptable  for  certification. 

Commissioner  Stermer  introduced  the  following  motion,  which  was  unanimously 
approved.

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  summarized  Committee  discussion  on  the  Third 
Street  Light  Rail  project.  He  said  that  members  were  concerned  about  the  fast 
schedule  and  the  need  to  assure  quality. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Brother  Elk  about  the  process  for 
public  response,  project  curator  Judy  Moran  said  that  designs  by  artists  were  being 
presented  at  ongoing  community  meetings. 

VH.      REPORTS  AND  ANNOUNCEMENTS 

Commissioner  Meyer  reported  on  his  participation  as  a  member  of  the  city  delegation  to 
Shanghai.  He  discussed  the  potential  for  a  visual  arts  exchange  with  Shanghai.  He  raised 
the  possibility  of  exhibiting  works  by  Shanghai  artists  in  San  Francisco  next  year,  when  a 
delegation  from  Shanghai  is  scheduled  to  visit  San  Francisco.  Then  works  by  San 
Francisco  artists  could  be  taken  to  Shanghai  the  following  year,  when  a  delegation  from 
this  city  travels  there.  Commissioner  Meyer  said  that  he  had  discussed  the  topic  with  the 
Mayor  and  the  Consul  General  of  Shanghai,  and  that  he  will  follow  up  with  a  further 
investigation  of  the  possibilities. 
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Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  suggested  an  exchange  between  San  Francisco's 
waterfront  and  Shanghai's  river  front. 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  said  that  he  had  received  calls  from  people  inquiring  about 
the  Adopt  a  Monument  program,  the  Turk-Fillmore  building,  Supervisor  Gavin  Newsom's 
ideas  for  a  sculpture  park  and  a  recent  Port  RFP.  In  response  to  the  Commissioner's 
expression  of  concern  that  he  did  not  have  the  answers  to  those  questions,  Mr.  Newirth 
urged  Commissioners  to  call  the  office  whenever  they  wanted  more  information  on  any 
issue.  He  also  said  that,  on  certain  topics,  such  as  Supervisor  Newsom's  idea  for  a 
sculpture  park  or  the  Port  RFP,  Commission  staff  had  not  directly  received  information.  He 
explained  that  the  Art  Commission  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  Port  RFP,  and  that  interested 
Commissioners  might  want  to  contact  their  peers  on  the  Port  Commission  for  information 
on  their  projects.  He  said  that  the  Turk-Fillmore  building  issue  was  still  unresolved  but 
that  a  number  of  competing  proposals  were  currently  before  the  Mayor.  He  suggested  that 
anyone  interested  in  Adopt  a  Monument  should  contact  Debra  Lehane. 

In  response  to  a  comment  from  Commissioner  Brother  Elk  about  using  the  web  for  public 
information,  Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  staff  expected  to  have  the  technological  capacity  to 
do  so  within  a  couple  of  months. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  on  the  status  of  the  Piazzoni 
murals,  Mr.  Newirth  said  that  once  the  ownership  of  the  Old  Main  Library  building  had 
been  transferred  to  the  Asian  Art  Museum,  Art  Commission  legal  purview  had  ended. 
There  had  been  some  discussion  between  the  Art  Commission  and  Asian  Art  Museum 
about  coordination  in  the  event  that  the  murals  had  to  be  removed  and  relocated.  The 
discussion  was  discontinued  when  the  Asian  Art  Museum  announced  that  a  maximum 
amount  of  $250,000  had  been  set  aside  for  such  a  contingency. 

As  reported  in  the  September  Meeting,  Mr.  Newirth  also  said  that  the  Landmarks  Board 
had  not  issued  a  certificate  of  appropriateness  for  the  Museum  design.  He  said  that  the 
most  important  step  would  be  the  hearing  the  Planning  Commission  in  November.  He 
encouraged  interested  Commissioners  to  attend.

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 


San  Francisco 


Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  reported  on  the  successful  opening  of  the 
Gallery  exhibition  Harvey  Milk:  Second  Sight. 
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Gallery  Director  Rupert  Jenkins  announced  two  forthcoming  related  events:  a  talk  by  photographer  Dan 
Nicoletta  at  the  Main  Library  on  Tuesday,  November  17,  6  p.m.,  and  a  memorial  tribute  to  George 
Moscone  and  Harvey  Milk  in  the  Opera  House  on  November  24,  12  noon. 

Mr.  Newirth  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  upcoming  Harvey  Milk  public  art/civic  design  project  and 
the  S.F.  Prize  Competition.  He  reported  that  he  had  met  with  Mark  Primeau,  DPW,  Evan  Rose,  SMWM, 
and  Aaron  Betsky,  MOMA,  and  that  a  revised  proposal  would  be  forthcoming.  He  said  that  Nancy 
Gonchar  and  Jill  Manton  had  made  extensive  comments  on  the  original  proposal. 

Mr.  Newirth  introduced  new  public  art  curator  Nina  Dunbar,  who  is  filling  in  for  Tonia  Macneil  while  she 
is  on  disability  leave. 

At  Mr.  Newirth' s  request,  Susan  Pontious  informed  the  Commissioners  of  a  current  public  art  controversy 
in  Oakland,  where  Ms.  Pontious,  an  Oakland  resident,  sits  on  the  public  art  advisory  committee.  She 
recounted  the  background  on  the  competition  for  a  city  center  sculpture  and  the  selection  of  New  York 
artist  Ron  Fischer  from  three  other  finalists,  including  an  Oakland  artist.  The  Oakland  artist  subsequently 
launched  a  protest  against  the  decision,  objecting  to  alleged  discrepancies  in  the  selection  process  and  to 
the  fact  that  an  Oakland  artist  had  not  been  selected  for  the  commission.  Ms.  Pontious  said  that  the 
Oakland  Division  of  Cultural  Affairs  was  about  to  overturn  the  selection  of  Mr.  Fischer.  She  added  that 
the  focus  of  a  public  art  program  should  be  to  produce  an  art  environment  that  served  the  broad 
constituency  of  a  city,  and  that  this  was  most  effectively  achieved  by  a  broad  selection  of  artists.  On  the 
issue  of  reserving  a  city's  commissions  for  residents  only,  Ms.  Pontious  commented  that  no  artist  can 
survive  on  commissions  from  one  city  alone,  that  all  artists  needed  opportunities  to  apply  for 
commissions  with  a  variety  of  cities,  and  that  Oakland  artists  had  benefited  from  commissions  from  other 
cities,  including  San  Francisco. 

At  Mr.  Newirth' s  request,  Janet  Heller  introduced  the  new  WritersCorps  teachers.  They  were  Marvin 
White,  Kim  Nelson,  Cathy  Arellano,  Tom  Centotella,  Maiana  Minahal,  Alison  Seevak,  and  Luis  Malay 
Syquia. 

Ms.  Heller  also  reported  that  WritersCorps  would  have  a  booth  at  the  Book  Festival  on  the  coming 
weekend.

IV.       DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  introduced  new  CAE  program  assistant 
Michelle  Garcia.  He  announced  that  public  art  program  assistant  Esther  Reyes  would  be 
City  and  County   leaving  the  Commission  for  a  new  position  at  the  Department  of  Human  Services. 

of  San  Francisco 

He  called  the  Commissioners'  attention  to  the  materials  that  had  been  distributed  to  them. 
These  were  the  1997-98  Annual  Report,  the  list  of  street  artist  Christmas  spaces  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  the  Chronicle  and  Examiner  stories  on  the  Lotta's 
Fountain  restoration. 
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Mr.  Newirth  explained  that  the  fountain  had  been  taken  apart  the  previous  week  and  that  the  pieces  had 
been  transported  to  conservator  Genevieve  Baird's  studio  for  cleaning,  repair  and  possible  recasting.  It  is 
anticipated  that  the  restored  work  will  be  back  at  its  Market,  Kearny  and  Geary  traffic  island  site  by  early 
April  1999. 

He  announced  that  the  Planning  Commission  would  hear  the  Asian  Art  Museum/Piazzoni  murals  issue  at 
their  December  10  meeting. 

In  response  to  a  Commissioner  question  about  Art  Commission  involvement  in  that  issue,  Mr.  Newirth 
explained  that  efforts  to  negotiate  an  agreement  with  the  Asian  Art  Museum,  in  the  event  that  the  murals 
were  in  fact  removed,  had  failed.  He  said  that  there  had  been  one  presentation  before  the  Commission  and 
one  update  discussion.  He  said  no  items  pertaining  to  the  murals  had  been  voted  on  by  the  Commission, 
and  none  had  been  calendared.  He  also  said  that,  if  Commissioners  wished  to  speak  on  that  topic  at  other 
public  meetings,  they  could  identify  themselves  as  Art  Commissioners  but  that  they  should  present 
comments  as  their  own  views,  not  the  Art  Commission's. 

He  announced  that  the  Martin  Luther  King  Pool's  Stellon  mural  "Brotherhood  of  Man,"  which  had  been 
slated  for  destruction,  would  now  be  removed  and  preserved. 

He  reported  that  he,  Lawrence  Thoo,  and  Liz  Lerma  had  met  with  GFTA  staff  and  advisory  committee 
members  to  discuss  granting  policies  of  the  two  agencies  and  possible  overlap.  A  subsequent  meeting  will 
be  held  after  the  first  of  the  year  and  will  be  arranged  to  coordinate  with  Commissioner  schedules. 

He  reported  on  meetings  with  Mark  Primeau,  DP W,  Evan  Rose,  SMWM,  and  Aaron  Betsky,  MOMA,  on 
the  Harvey  Milk  project.  He  said  that  the  participants  had  reached  agreement  on  ways  to  use  the  San 
Francisco  Prize  as  a  resource  for  the  Harvey  Milk  project.  He  distributed  a  rough  draft  of  the  poster  that 
will  be  developed  by  early  March.  The  intention  is  to  use  the  prize  to  generate  many  different  ideas.  In 
the  selection  of  the  finalists,  an  important  criterion,  in  addition  to  a  design  proposal,  would  be  the  ability 
of  the  team  to  be  present  on  site  and  to  work  with  the  community  and  city  departments  throughout  the 
process  to  project  completion.  Jill  Manton  and  Nancy  Gonchar  have  begun  work  to  develop  this  project 
into  a  program. 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  that  the  Art  Commission  Gallery  had  received  the  approval  of  the  War  Memorial 
Board  of  Trustees  to  keep  the  Gallery  space  in  401  Van  Ness  for  the  next  three  years. 

He  reported  on  the  arts  education  symposium  and  the  good  attendance  from  throughout  the  Bay  Area 

He  reported  on  discussions  with  the  Mid-Market  Street  Merchants  Association  about  the  possibility  of 
using  the  presence  of  street  artists  to  help  revitalize  UN  Plaza. 

He  announced  that  elements  of  the  Mission  Bay  project  would  be  coming  before  the  Civic  Design 
Committee  and  the  full  Commission.  The  project  will  be  on  a  tight  time  frame  and  several  city  agencies 
will  be  involved.  Though  the  whole  project  will  not  come  before  the  Commission,  a  number  of  city 
buildings  and  open  space  projects  will  be  subject  to  its  review. 

He  announced  that  Rupert  Jenkins  and  Debra  Lehane  were  working  on  a  historical  photo  exhibit  on  City 
Hall  and  Civic  Center  for  the  reopening  of  City  Hall. 
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He  raised  the  issue  of  the  January  meeting.  He  asked  the  Commissioners  to  advise  Sally  Wisnia  if  they 
could  not  attend  a  meeting  on  the  4th  and  would  prefer  it  to  be  rescheduled  for  the  1 1th.  The  majority  of 
Commissioners  present  indicated  that  the  4th  would  be  acceptable.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Commissioner  Kirk  asked  for  a  moment  of  silence  in  memory  of  President 
Gatti's  mother. 
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IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  reported  that  the  month  of  December  1998  had  been 
unusually  busy.  He  described  the  successful  ArtTable  reception  at  the  Paule  Anglim  gallery,  which 
included  a  showing  of  public  art  slides  by  Jill  Manton  and  Susan  Pontious  and  a  brief  talk  by  the  director 
at  one  of  the  WritersCorps  sites.  The  event  was  a  benefit  for  WritersCorps,  and  the  WritersCorps  talk 
generated  additional  donations. 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  an  initial  meeting  with  the  disabled  community  to  launch  a  programmatic  access 
study.  He  said  that  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  was  at  the  national  forefront  in  looking  for  answers 
to  the  disability  access  issue.  He  expressed  his  hope  that  the  study  would  result  in  a  model  to  share  with 
peers  throughout  the  country. 

He  reported  on  a  productive  meeting  with  Deborah  Alvarez-Rodriguez,  new  director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Children,  Youth  and  Their  Families,  on  WritersCorps.  Ms.  Alvarez-Rodriguez  has  agreed  to  be 
a  judge  at  the  forthcoming  national  youth  poetry  slam  league  readings  at  Borders  Books. 

He  reported  that  the  Planning  Commission  had  approved  the  Certificate  of  Appropriateness  for  the  Asian 
Art  Museum  design.  He  said  that  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  had  discussed  renewing  negotiations  with 
the  Asian  Art  Museum  to  develop  and  execute  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  regarding  the  removal 
and  relocation  of  the  Piazzoni  murals  and  other  works  from  the  building. 

He  said  that  next  year's  budget  will  be  submitted  in  February,  and  that  the  Mayor's  budget  office  had 
advised  departments  not  to  ask  for  additional  money  above  their  baseline  allocations. 

He  announced  that  Grants  for  the  Arts  had  expressed  interest  in  continuing  the  Cultural  Tourism  Initiative 
by  developing  San  Francisco  brochures  for  the  original  themed  itineraries. 

He  said  that  the  Art  Commission/S.F.Public  Library  History  Center  joint  exhibition  of  archival 
photographs  in  the  North  Light  Court  of  City  Hall  enhanced  the  large  space  of  the  court. 

He  announced  the  forthcoming  memorial  for  SOMARTS  director  Jack  Davis's  son  on  Sunday,  January 
10. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Stermer,  he  explained  that  the  gilt  of  the  City  Hall  dome 
was  not  funded  by  the  Art  Commission  but,  instead,  funded  by  a  separate  public  art  program,  a  one 
percent  for  art  program  mandated  for  private  construction  in  specific  downtown  areas  and  administered  by 
the  planning  department.

VH.      REPORTS  AND  ANNOUNCEMENTS 

Performing  Arts 

Commissioner  Brother  Elk  reported  on  a  recent  Performing  Arts  Committee  meeting,  in  which 
Symphony  representatives  had  discussed  the  1999  Summer  in  the  City  concerts,  including  the 
possibility  of  a  return  appearance  by  Johnny  Mathis.  The  Commissioner  said  that  this  was  a  good 
time  for  the  Arts  Commission  to  submit  ideas  for  programming.  Programming  constraints 
included  cost  and  whether  or  not  the  Symphony  had  scores  for  the  accompaniment  of  a  potential 
performer. 

The  Commissioners  and  staff  discussed  the  new  Bayview  Opera  House/S.F.  Symphony  project  to 
integrate  the  symphony  into  the  neighborhoods  through  neighborhood  music  education  sessions 
and  the  Symphony's  provision  of  transportation  of  youth  to  symphony  performances. 
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Mission  Bay 

Commissioner  Freebairn- Smith  introduced  the  subject  of  Mission  Bay.  He  commented  on  the 
importance  of  the  project,  the  need  for  clear  communication  between  the  Arts  Commission  and 
other  participating  entities,  and  his  perception  that  the  project  seemed  to  be  moving  forward.  He 
raised  the  issue  of  purview,  emphasizing  the  responsibility  of  the  Commission  to  approve  designs 
in  a  timely  manner,  and  the  responsibility  of  project  teams  to  meet  the  Commission's  civic  design 
review  requirements. 

Commissioner  Rogers  commented  on  the  Memoranda  of  Understanding  between  the  Arts 
Commission  and  Redevelopment  Agency  regarding  design  review  for  Mission  Bay,  presented  to 
the  Executive  Committee  on  December  15  and  subsequently  revised  and  distributed  to  all 
Commissioners.  He  expressed  his  satisfaction  that  the  MOU  defined  responsibilities  clearly. 
Points  in  the  MOU  included  the  tight  schedule,  the  request  for  good  feedback  from  the  Civic 
Design  Review  Committee,  and  the  desire  for  pre-meeting  contact.  He  also  raised  the  possibility 
of  holding  special  meetings  conforming  with  Sunshine  Ordinance  requirements.  He  said  that 
Mission  Bay  would  involve  a  long-term  series  of  projects  spanning  30  years.  He  stressed  the 
measures  that  had  been  taken  to  dispense  with  red  tape  for  all  stages  of  approval. 

Commissioner  Kirk  said  that  the  Mission  Bay  presenters  at  the  Executive  Committee  meeting  had 
also  discussed  how  the  project  would  serve  the  entire  city. 

Nancy  Gonchar  said  that  the  Civic  Design  Committee  would  review  only  projects  on  city-owned 
land  (excluding  Port  property),  such  as  parks,  fire  stations  and  police  stations  and  streetscape  in 
the  public  right  of  way.  She  described  the  close  coordination  that  was  taking  place  between  the 
staffs  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  the  Arts  Commission  and  other  participating  city  entities. 
She  said  that  Redevelopment  had  raised  the  possibility  of  holding  workshops  in  order  to  continue 
those  working  relationships.  She  also  said  that  Redevelopment  would  be  delivering  a  presentation 
to  the  Commission  on  the  overall  land  use  plan.  She  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  had  requested 
that,  if  Redevelopment  and/or  the  developer  had  plans  for  public  art  on  private  property,  they 
communicate  with  the  Commission's  public  art  staff  to  facilitate  coordination  between  public  art 
projects  on  private  and  public  land. 

Mr.  Newirth  pointed  out  that  provisions  had  been  made  for  an  additional  design  review  at  the 
conceptual  stage. 

Commissioner  Brother  Elk  said  he  would  like  to  hear  an  overall  presentation  on  the  project.  He 
noted  that  living  expenses  had  risen  for  San  Francisco  artists,  causing  increasing  numbers  of  them 
to  leave  the  city.  He  said  that  he  would  like  to  explore  how  the  Mission  Bay  project  might  improve 
living  conditions  for  artists. 

Mr.  Newirth  explained  that  the  project  called  for  some  affordable  housing,  and  that  the  live/work 
ordinance  applied  only  to  certain  areas.  He  suggested  that  the  issue  would  be  determining  how  to 
advocate  for  special  consideration  for  artists  whose  income  brackets  met  the  eligibility 
requirements  for  the  affordable  housing  units.  He  said  that  no  legal  mechanism  for  such  a  process 
was  in  place. 
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In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Meyer  about  the  role  of  ArtHouse,  Mr.  Newirth 
explained  that  the  Arts  Commission  funding  of  the  program  was  for  technical  assistance,  and  that 
it  was  not  allowed  to  fund  advocacy. 

Commissioner  Rogers  said  that  Commissioners  would  be  given  advance  notice  whenever  a 
Mission  Bay  presentation  was  being  heard  by  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee.

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 


Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  announced  the  appointments  of  two  new  staff  members, 
Janice  Horn  as  Chinatown  community  arts  program  coordinator  and  Kristen  Zaremba  as  public  art 
program  assistant.  He  also  announced  that  Cultural  Equity  Grants  program  assistant  Jennifer  Ross  would 
be  leaving  the  Commission  staff  to  take  a  new  job  as  grants  manager  for  the  city  of  Oakland. 

He  reported  on  the  successful  Symphony  program  at  Bayview  Opera  House  and  its  attendance  by  people 
of  all  ages.  He  also  announced  the  resumption  of  community  exhibition  programming  in  the  lower  level 
of  City  Hall. 

He  reported  that  participants  in  the  WritersCorps  workshop  at  Log  Cabin  Ranch  had  read  a  joint  poem 
before  the  Juvenile  Probation  Commission.  He  described  the  enthusiastic  response  by  the  Commissioners 
and  the  gratitude  expressed  to  him  personally  by  one  of  the  young  participants.  He  said  that  there  had 
been  a  good  turnout  for  the  second  Slam  event  at  Borders  Bookstore,  and  that  the  third  Slam  would  be  on 
March  20,  also  at  Borders,  at  3  p.m.  Contenders  at  the  second  Slam  had  been  from  Log  Cabin  Ranch  and 
girls  from  the  Center  for  Young  Women's  Development. 

In  reference  to  the  Harvey  Milk  project,  he  reported  on  a  meeting  with  representatives  of  the  Castro 
District  and  the  productive  ideas  that  had  been  generated.  Jill  Manton  is  developing  a  Metropolitan 
Transportation  Commission  grant  proposal  for  the  planning  of  the  project. 

He  reported  on  a  presentation  of  the  Moscone  Expansion  public  art  projects  to  the  Yerba  Buena  Alliance. 
He  said  that  those  present  had  expressed  their  support  for  both  projects.  He  announced  that  the  Questers,  a 
historical  preservation  organization  that  had  committed  itself  to  raising  the  necessary  funds  to  restore  the 
Golden  Gate  Park  monument  Pioneer  Mother,  would  hold  a  brief  ceremony  on  March  12  at  1:30  p.m.  at 
the  statue  to  celebrate  the  completed  restoration.

VI.       Informational  Presentation  on  Music  Concourse  and  Organ  Pavilion 

Deborah  Learner,  park  planner,  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  introduced  the  project. 
She  said  that  there  would  be  improvement  to  the  landscape,  which  would  set  the 
groundwork  for  the  music  concourse  and  organ  pavilion  itself.  She  introduced  the 
presenters,  architect  Boris  Dramov,  Roma  Designs,  and  community  member  Jim  Haas. 
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Mr.  Haas  gave  the  Commissioners  background  on  the  project.  He  explained  that  the  organ  had  formerly 
been  in  Civic  Auditorium,  and  that  the  concept  for  the  pavilion  was  modeled  on  an  outdoor  pavilion  in 
San  Diego.  The  objective  would  be  to  enhance  the  Embarcadero's  landscaping  and  cultural  potential. 

Mr.  Dramov  discussed  the  design  needs  for  new  waterfront  venues  for  people  to  use  in  a  more  active  way. 
He  said  that  the  organ  would  be  housed  in  the  building  with  a  large  retractable  door,  and  that  the  acoustics 
were  being  carefully  worked  out  for  maximum  resonation  of  the  organ  pipes.  The  center  of  the  area  would 
be  a  green  space,  and  the  facility  could  be  used  for  a  variety  of  other  cultural  events.  The  building  would 
also  house  a  grand  piano,  an  internal  stage  area  and  dressing  rooms.  The  stage  could  be  extended  with  a 
temporary  section  for  larger  performances.  There  would  be  places  to  sit  on  both  sides  of  the  green.  In 
regard  to  materials,  exterior  stone  would  be  used  to  pick  up  from  the  red  stone  of  the  nearby  buildings 
and  to  contrast  with  the  more  modern  shape  of  the  organ. 

Cheryl  Arnold,  American  Guild  of  Organists,  explained  that  the  organ  was  designed  for  community 
celebrations,  and  that  the  Guild  had  been  searching  for  a  good  location  for  the  instrument  for  many  years. 
She  discussed  the  potential  of  the  Embarcadero  location  for  well  attended  activities,  including  noontime 
concerts. 

Mr.  Haas  discussed  fundraising  efforts.  He  explained  that  the  open  space  was  a  city  project  with  some 
funding  from  the  Downtown  Parks  Fund,  but  that  the  organ  pavilion  would  have  to  be  supported 
privately.  He  said  more  than  $3  million  would  be  needed. 

In  response  to  Commissioner  questions,  Mr.  Dramov  said  that  sounds  from  the  organ  would  not  impact 
residents,  and  that  the  area  itself  was  quiet  enough  for  the  organ  to  be  heard.  He  said  that  the  same  species 
of  tree  would  be  reinstalled  after  construction  was  completed.  On  the  issue  of  possible  activity  conflicts 
between  the  pavilion  and  Justin  Herman  Plaza,  Mr.  Haas  said  that  a  support  organization  for  the  organ 
would  have  to  be  established.  It  would  be  responsible  for  scheduling  and  maintenance  of  the  organ.  In 
response  to  a  question  about  the  possibility  of  making  the  walls  more  transparent,  Mr.  Dramov  explained 
that  glass  would  not  work  from  an  acoustical  standpoint,  because  the  flexing  of  the  glass  would  absorb 
sound. 

Other  possibilities  for  events  were  also  discussed.  These  included  silent  movies,  symphony  performances 
and  the  installation  of  a  temporary  skating  rink.

President  Gatti  announced  that  he  and  Commissioner  Meyer  would  join  the 
ad  hoc  Committee  on  the  Turk-Fillmore  Building. 
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IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  announced  that  the  first  meeting  with  the  Asian  Art  Museum 
regarding  the  relocation  of  the  Piazzoni  murals  had  taken  place,  and  that  a  meeting  of  the  ad  hoc 
Committee  on  the  Turk-Fillmore  building  would  be  scheduled  for  later  this  month. 

He  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  status  of  Buster  Simpson's  proposed  sculpture  for  the  Mid- 
Embarcadero.  He  reported  that  he,  Jill  Manton  and  Judy  Moran  had  made  individual  presentations  to  all 
Supervisors  except  one.  The  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Transportation  Authority  approved  the 
proposal.  A  presentation  had  also  been  made  to  San  Francisco  Beautiful,  which  had  previously  expressed 
opposition  to  the  project,  and  the  organization  representatives  had  been  impressed.  Staff  is  working  with 
SPUR  to  schedule  a  presentation  to  the  Board  or  a  lunchtime  presentation  to  the  membership.  Mr. 
Newirth  said  that  the  project  would  be  considered  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Port  Commission. 
He  said  that  the  general  response  had  been  encouraging. 

He  reported  on  the  joint  celebration  of  the  restoration  of  the  monument  Pioneer  Mother  by  the  Art 
Commission  and  the  Questers  at  Golden  Gate  Park. 

He  announced  that  one  community  meeting  on  the  Harvey  Milk  project  had  been  held,  and  that  another 
one  would  be  scheduled  for  later  in  the  month. 

He  reported  on  another  successful  SLAM  event  at  Borders  Bookstore,  and  a  productive 

meeting  with  the  director  of  the  Juvenile  Probation  Department  to  discuss  the  work  by  WrtiersCorps  at 

Log  Cabin  Ranch.

He  confirmed  that  testing  of  this  addition  had  been  done,  and  that  the 
artists  had  been  consulted.

In  reference  to  items  VI-4-c  and  d,  Debra  Lehane  informed  the  Commission  of  the 
extent  of  the  problems  that  had  been  discovered.  Specifically,  interior  corrosion  of 
the  fountain  was  more  extensive  than  anticipated,  more  work  was  necessary  to 
reverse  the  1954  repairs  by  braze  welding  and  soldering.  Ms.  Lehane  emphasized 
that  the  craftsmanship  of  the  fountain  was  worth  salvaging.  She  also  said  that, 
because  of  the  unanticipated  extra  work,  the  piece  would  not  be  back  on  site  by 
April  18.  She  said  that  she  planned  to  provide  a  virtual  reality  photograph  on  the 
plywood  at  the  site  for  the  annual  commemoration  of  the  1906  earthquake. 

In  answer  to  a  Commissioner  question,  she  confirmed  that  the  modifications  would 
be  covered  by  the  original  budget.  She  also  said  that  work  on  the  lantern  would 
require  additional  funding.

The  following  item  was  pulled  from  the  consent  calendar. 

In  Commission  discussion,  President  Gatti  commented  on  the  problems  that  the 
building  itself  had  generated  from  the  beginning,  and  the  fact  that  the  building 
design  had  been  established  before  the  art  project  had  been  commissioned. 
Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  remarked  on  the  need  for  artists  and  a  project's 
architect  to  work  together  closely.  He  said  that  the  Commission  had  a  role  to  speak 
for  architects  as  well  as  for  artists.  He  said  that  this  building's  architect  had 
expressed  his  discomfort  with  the  art  project. 

Commissioner  Rogers  suggested  that,  since  the  building  facade  was  being  altered 
by  the  art  work,  the  art  should  be  considered  in  a  joint  visual  arts/civic  design 
committee  meeting  with  the  architect  and  the  artists. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  staff  had  tried  to  include  all  comments  and  staff  reports  in  the 
packets  that  had  been  assembled  for  Visual  Arts  Committee  members.  He  reminded 
the  Commissioners  that  the  item  had  already  been  approved  by  the  Visual  Arts 
Committee.  He  said  that,  even  if  the  two  committees  reconsidered  the  item,  he 
doubted  that  the  outcome  would  change.  He  suggested  that  a  possible  option  was 
for  both  committees  to  be  involved  in  the  implementation  of  the  art  project. 
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The  Commissioners  discussed  the  possibility  of  airing  the  item  again  before  the  full 
Commission,  and  whether  the  members  already  had  enough  information  from  the 
minutes  and  staff  reports.  They  also  discussed  the  issue  of  neighborhood  input,  the 
need  to  listen  to  people  from  an  affected  neighborhood,  and  the  fact  that 
community  opinions  expressed  about  this  particular  artwork  at  committee  meetings 
had  depended  on  whether  a  speaker  was  for  or  against  the  building  itself.  Mr. 
Newirth  said  that  considerable  community  outreach  had  been  made  at  meetings  in 
neighborhood  sites,  and  that  there  had  been  no  community  consensus  on  the 
project. 

Commenting  on  the  art  project  itself,  Commissioner  Meyer  said  that  the  proposed 
ceramic  steel  photos  appeared  to  be  plastered  on  the  building  facade,  and  that  they 
would  look  cluttered  and  uncoordinated.  He  recommended  smaller  photos  in  a 
color  that  would  be  coordinated  with  the  building.  Commissioner  Gatti  responded 
that  the  elements  would  be  surrounded  by  a  brick  frame  and  strategically  placed  on 
the  building.

III.  PRESIDENTS  REPORT 


President  Gatti  announced  plans  for  an  installation  by  French  artist  Daniel 
Buren  for  the  Civic  Center  Plaza  in  collaboration  with  exhibitions  and  events 
by  other  arts  organizations  throughout  the  city.  The  project  will  be  an 
installation  of  150  banners,  which  will  be  on  free  view  for  the  public.  The 
next  step  is  approval  by  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department. 
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MINUTES  05/03/99  -2-  ART  COMMISSION 

President  Gatti  introduced  the  topic  of  the  recent  County  Transportation  Authority  decision  on  the 
sculpture  Embark.  He  discussed  the  purview  of  the  Transportation  Authority  and  the  Arts  Commission 
and  the  issue  of  which  entity  had  jurisdiction  over  the  selection  of  art.  He  pointed  out  that  San 
Francisco's  public  art  program  was  regarded  as  the  best  in  the  country  and  that  other  cities  consistently 
requested  information  from  the  Arts  Commission  on  its  percent-for-art  policies  and  procedures.  He 
described  the  lengthy  process  involved  in  commissioning  any  piece,  including  the  extensive  review  of 
numerous  proposals  by  independent  selection  panels,  Visual  Art  Committee  review  of  their 
recommendations,  and  staff  outreach  to  neighborhood  and  special  interest  groups.  He  emphasized  the 
necessity  for  the  Commission  to  be  enabled  to  bring  art  to  the  city.  He  commented  on  the  potential  impact 
of  opposition  from  a  vocal  minority  who  was  uninformed  about  what  was  involved  in  the  creative 
process. 

He  announced  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Commissioner  Willis  Kirk. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  fact  that  the  Arts  Commission  is  a  political  entity,  the  relationship  of  art 
to  politics,  the  influence  of  small  special-interest  groups,  and  inaccuracies  put  forth  by  certain  members  of 
the  press. 

They  also  discussed  the  need  for  an  arts  constituency  and  the  typical  disinclination  of  artists  for  political 
fights.  They  discussed  what  to  do  as  a  body  for  future  projects,  and  the  possibility  of  taking  the  dialog  to 
the  public.  Potential  issues  included  the  purpose  of  a  public  art  program,  the  application  and  selection 
processes,  and  the  roles  of  the  public,  the  Commission  and  the  Supervisors.  Members  of  the  Commission 
discussed  the  volume  of  other  work  consistently  done  by  the  agency,  the  need  to  place  positive  articles 
and  letters  to  the  editor  in  the  media,  and  the  need  for  outreach  to  a  broader  number  of  people.  The 
Commissioners  and  the  Director  discussed  the  potential  impact  of  the  Embark  issue  on  the  public  art 
program  and  future  projects.  It  was  agreed  that  the  issue  of  the  public  art  process  and  future  interactions 
with  other  entities  and  the  public  was  complex.  President  Gatti  appointed  Commissioners  Meyer, 
Guggenheim,  Stermer  and  Wilsey  to  an  ad  hoc  committee  to  address  the  issue. 

IV.       DIRECTORS  REPORT 

Mr.  Newirth  clarified  the  fact  that  no  resources  were  currently  available  to  conduct  a  competition  for 
another  public  art  work  for  the  Mid-Embarcadero.  He  reviewed  the  history  of  the  art  enrichment  projects 
for  the  Mid-Embarcadero  redesign.  He  explained  that  the  reconstruction  project  was  originally  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  Waterfront  Transportation  Projects,  an  office  formerly  under  the  CAO  that  is  no  longer  in 
existence.  He  recounted  the  subsequent  transfer  of  funds  to  DPW,  the  changes  in  the  administration  of  the 
entire  reconstruction  project,  and  the  effects  on  the  art  enrichment.  He  discussed  the  widespread 
misconception  about  public  art,  who  administers  it,  and  how  it  is  commissioned.  He  described  tendencies 
to  confuse  other  entities'  public  projects,  such  as  the  gilding  of  the  City  Hall  dome  and  the  coke  bottle  at 
the  new  ball  park,  as  the  Arts  Commission's. 

He  announced  that  there  would  be  a  citywide  Great  Sweep  on  May  15,  and  that  city  staff  and 
Commissioners  were  encouraged  to  participate. 

He  announced  that  three  faxes  to  the  Commissioners  had  been  received  the  previous  week  from  a  street 
artist,  and  that  they  were  currently  in  the  public  review  file.  He  circulated  the  public  review  file  to  the 
Commissioners. 

He  announced  the  appointment  of  a  new  program  coordinator,  Sally  Woelfel,  at  ArtHouse. 
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He  announced  that  Derek  Sikkelee  would  be  leaving  the  Arts  Commission  for  a  job  at  the  Rent  Board.  He 
distributed  the  job  description  for  Derek's  position  as  special  assistant  for  cultural  facilities  management. 

He  announced  the  dedication  of  the  Mission  Branch  Library,  and  of  a  new  public  art  piece  by  Emmanuel 
Montoya,  on  Saturday,  May  8,  3:30  to  5  p.m.

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Mr.  Newirth  informed  the  Commissioners  of  the  death  of  Reverend  Lane,  president  of  the  board  of 
the  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Arts  and  Culture. 

He  announced  that  WritersCorps  had  received  $75,000  from  the  Department  of  Juvenile 
Probation,  and  that  Bayview  Opera  House  had  received  a  grant  for  S50.000  from  Providian 
Financial.  He  also  reported  that,  in  response  to  a  proposal  submitted  by  Jill  Manton,  the 
Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission  had  awarded  the  Arts  Commission  $35,000  to  support 
the  planning  process  for  the  Harvey  Milk  Plaza.  Mr.  Newirth  added  that  MTC  had  made  only  10 
grants  in  the  Bay  Area,  and  only  one  in  San  Francisco. 

He  announced  that  the  issue  of  the  proposed  organ  pavilion  on  the  Embarcadero  would  be 
calendared  for  discussion  at  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  meeting. 

He  commented  on  the  popularity  of  the  recent  exhibition  World  Press  Photo  at  City  Hall  and  the 
New  Main  Library,  and  on  the  success  of  the  openings  of  the  Art  Dealers  Association  exhibition  in 
City  Hall  and  the  Gallery  exhibition  at  401  Van  Ness. 

He  announced  that  Patricio  Chavez  would  join  the  staff  as  the  new  cultural  facilities  special 
assistant  on  August  9th. 

In  an  update  on  the  budget,  he  reported  that  the  Arts  Commission  had  received  money  for 
increased  rent  and  additional  office  space.  The  agency  has  also  received  funds  for  a  one-quarter- 
time  personnel  officer's  position.  The  person  will  be  shared  with  three  other  small  city 
departments,  the  Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women,  the  Commission  on  Aging,  and  the  Rent 
Board. 

He  urged  the  Commissioners  to  attend  the  September  9  dedication  of  Lotta's  Fountain  and 
emphasized  the  importance  of  the  event  for  the  Arts  Commission.  He  also  announced  plans  to 
restore  the  Buddha  monument  in  the  Japanese  Tea  Garden. 

He  said  that  the  three  recent  meetings  on  the  Asian  Pacific  Islander  American  Arts  Community 
Initiative  had  been  productive,  and  that  a  report  would  be  given  at  the  next  Executive  Committee 
meeting.

Richard  Newirth  announced  that  there  would  be  an  upcoming  meeting  on  the  Asian 
Pacific  Islander  Community  Arts  Development  Initiative.  He  said  that  the  focus  of 
the  discussion  would  be  on  the  potential  for  expanding  the  project's  support  base 
beyond  the  Arts  Commission. 
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He  remarked  on  the  excellent  exhibition  of  illustrations  by  Commissioner  Stermer,  currently  on  view  at 
Strybing  Arboretum. 

He  announced  that  $300,000  had  been  approved  in  the  State  budget  for  lighting,  trash  receptacles,  street 
furniture  and  other  interim  improvements  to  Harvey  Milk  Plaza.  He  said  the  issue  of  holding  a  prize 
competition  for  the  plaza  was  still  under  consideration.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 


Vice  President  Mirikitani  reported  on  a  recent  community  arts  event,  the  Golden 
Ring  Asian- American  Arts  Awards  at  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts  on  October  2.  She 
commented  on  the  vital  intergenerational  connection  that  was  evident,  and  on  the 
young  emerging  artists  who  had  acknowledged  those  who  had  paved  the  way, 
including  parents,  grandparents  and  pioneer  artists.  She  said  the  event  was  an 
affirmation  of  the  rich  diversity  of  the  Asian  American  and  Asian,  immigrant  art 
and  culture. 
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IV.       DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Richard  Newirth  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  Mayor's  recent  proposal  to  revive  the  elementary  arts 
program  with  funding  for  one  year.  The  plan  has  eight  Board  of  Supervisor  sponsors  and  will  be  formally 
approved  next  week 

He  reported  on  the  recent  retreat  for  the  Asian  Pacific  American  Community  Arts  Initiative  project,  which 
he,  Liz  Lerma  and  project  coordinator  Judy  Nihei  attended.  Project  recommendations  will  be  presented 
before  the  Executive  Committee. 

He  informed  the  Commissioners  of  a  current  exhibition  of  work  by  Chinese  painter  Chang  Dai-chien  at 
San  Francisco  State  University. 

He  reported  on  the  high  attendance  at  the  recent  reading  by  WritersCorps  teachers  at  Cafe  du  Nord. 

He  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  joint  committee  of  Asian  Arts  Commissioners  and  Arts 
Commissioners  had  selected  the  new  de  Young  Museum  as  the  recommended  future  site  for  the  Piazzoni 
murals. 

Commissioner  Stermer  attributed  the  successful  outcome  to  Mr.  Newirth' s  efforts. 

Mr.  Newirth  informed  the  Commissioners  of  the  successful  opening  of  the  Gallery  exhibition  Facing 
Fear,  curated  by  Rupert  Jenkins  and  Paula  Levine. 

He  announced  that  the  Arts  Commission  had  received  a  $13,150  grant  for  the  Sunnydale  public  art  project 
from  the  San  Francisco  Urban  Resources  Partnership  and  acknowledged  Susan  Gray  for  her  efforts. 

He  announced  that  six  of  the  18  new  art  works  for  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  were  completed 
and  installed.  They  were  Keith  Sonnier's  architectural  lighting  project  for  the  International  Terminal 
departures  lobby  and  gate  room  wall  projects  by  Rupert  Garcia,  Rigo,  Squeak  Carnwath,  Viola  Frey,  and 
the  team  of  Mike  Mandel  and  Larry  Sultan. 

He  announced  the  upcoming  dedication  of  Chinatown  Park  and  said  that  it  would  have  two  new  public  art 
works.  He  commended  Judy  Moran  for  her  work  on  the  projects. 


He  informed  the  Commissioners  of  a  recent  letter  that  had  been  sent  to  President  Gatti  concerning  the 
issue  of  the  organ  pavilion.  He  said  that  a  resolution  had  been  introduced  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
that  would  ask  the  Arts  Commission  to  relinquish  authority  over  the  funds  that  had  been  allocated  for  the 
Simpson  sculpture  on  the  Mid-Embarcadero.  It  will  be  considered  by  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  the  Supervisors  on  Tuesday,  October  12. 

He  introduced  the  new  cultural  facilities  special  assistant  Carol  Marie  Daniels.

In  reference  to  item  VI-5-e  below,  Debra  Lehane  said  that  the  Zoo  had  asked  the  Arts 
Commission  to  manage  the  restoration  of  the  carousel,  and  that  it  would  be  a  two-year 
project.

In  reference  to  item  VI-5-f  below,  Debra  Lehane  introduced  Shirley  Wysinger  of 
the  Redevelopment  Agency.  Ms.  Wysinger  said  that  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
had  been  able  to  appropriate  funding  for  the  restoration  of  the  Ruth  Asawa  Origami 
Fountains  in  the  Nihonmachi  Pedestrian  Mall.  The  fountains,  which  were  recast 
under  Ms.  Asawa' s  oversight,  are  now  in  bronze,  which  is  more  resistant  to 
corrosion  than  the  original  Cor-ten  steel.  She  commented  on  the  productive 
collaboration  between  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  the  Arts  Commission  and  the 
community  on  the  project,  and  said  that  the  Nihonmachi  Parking  Corporation  had 
made  a  commitment  to  maintain  the  fountains.  She  said  that  the  fountains  would 
be  dedicated  in  memory  of  the  late  architect  and  former  Arts  Commissioner  Rai 
Okamoto,  designer  of  the  Japantown  master  plan,  and  that  a  plaque  would  be 
installed  on  a  bench.  She  introduced  Rumi  Okabe  and  Geri  Handa  of  the  Friends  of 
the  Origami  Fountains. 

Ms.  Okabe  thanked  the  Arts  Commission  for  accepting  the  fountains  into  the  Civic 
Art  Collection.  She  distributed  invitations  to  the  dedication  on  October  20.

VII.  REPORTS  AND  ANNOUNCEMENTS 

Commissioner  Rogers  announced  that  he  had  received  a  call  from  the  Mayor's  Office  regarding  an 
item  on  Mission  Bay  that  was  to  go  before  the  PUC,  which  would  consider  two  options  for 
lighting — high-pressure  sodium  and  metal  halide.  The  Mayor's  Office  requested  a  letter  from  the 
Arts  Commission  Civic  Design  Committee  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  in  support  of  metal 
halide.  Mr.  Newirth  recalled  that  lighting  experts  had  told  the  Committee  that,  over  time,  the  cost 
of  the  metal  halide  would  be  comparable  to  the  high-pressure  sodium.  Susan  Gray  will  draft  a 
letter. 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  also  commended  Mr.  Newirth  for  his  effectiveness  in  helping  to 
resolve  the  Piazzoni  Mural  issue.  He  distributed  photographs  of  the  murals  to  show  how  they  had 
been  created  to  fit  in  with  the  space  and  commented  on  the  forthcoming  challenge  of  designing  a 
space  for  the  murals.  He  asked  if  the  Arts  Commission  should  consider  going  on  record  with  a 
statement  that  its  first  preference  would  have  been  for  the  murals  to  be  re-installed  in  their  original 
setting. 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  commented  on  a  recently  announced  proposal  to  erect  an  office 
building  within  the  Beaux  Arts  section  of  Civic  Center,  at  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  a  piece  of 
land  which  the  State  is  willing  to  transfer  to  the  city  for  one  dollar.  The  proposed  234-foot  height 
would  be  substantially  in  excess  of  the  height  limit  for  that  site.  The  Commissioner  said  that  no 
design  had  yet  been  proposed,  and  that  the  City  Architect  for  the  project  had  assured  him  that  there 
was  ample  time  for  collaboration  between  BOA  and  the  Arts  Commission.

III.       PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Commissioner  Mirikitani  proposed  that  the  Arts  Commission  review  its 
accomplishments.  She  opened  discussion  and  said  that  she  was  particularly  proud  of 
the  visible  and  significant  celebration  of  the  city's  cultural  diversity.  She  asked  the 
Commissioners  for  their  input. 
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The  Commissioners  addressed  the  following  achievements:  the  quality  and  diversity  of  the  new  art  works 
at  the  airport,  the  tone  of  consensus-building  at  Commission  meetings,  the  successful  resolution  to  the 
issue  of  relocating  the  Piazzoni  murals,  the  restoration  of  Lotta's  Fountain,  the  emergence  of  the  Asian 
Pacific  Islander  arts  community,  the  distribution  of  funds  and  commissions  to  a  diversity  of  artists  and 
arts  groups,  the  increased  distribution  of  arts  activity  into  neighborhoods  and  schools,  and  the 
strengthening  of  the  Street  Artists  Committee. 

Commissioner  Mirikitani  emphasized  the  consistent  quality  of  service  provided  by  the  Arts  Commission. 
She  commended  the  Commissioners  for  their  commitment  and  hard  work 

IV.     DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  stressed  the  dedication  of  the  staff.  He  said  it  was  an  honor 
to  work  with  them. 

He  announced  the  upcoming  Chinatown  Community  Arts  program  chamber  music  concert  by  a  trio 
musicians,  two  of  which  are  members  of  The  San  Francisco  symphony  at  the  Chinese  Culture  Center  on 
Sunday,  November  7  at  2  p.m. 

He  congratulated  Commissioner  Rogers  on  his  letter  to  the  PUC  regarding  the  lights  for  Mission  Bay.  The 
letter  persuaded  the  PUC  to  stick  with  metal  halide  lights. 

He  reported  on  a  recent  regional  meeting  with  the  new  CAC  chair  that  he  had  helped  CAALA  to 
convene.  He  said  that  local  representatives  had  been  forthcoming  in  expressing  their  views. 

He  reported  on  the  dedication  of  the  recast  fountains  by  Ruth  Asawa  in  Japantown  and  the  recent 
groundbreaking  for  the  new  Gay  Lesbian  community  center. 

He  informed  the  Commissioners  of  a  recent  Visual  Arts  Committee  discussion,  summarized  in  the 
program  committee  meeting  minutes,  on  a  request  for  artwork  for  the  Interfaith  Center  at  the  new 
international  airport  terminal.  He  said  that  further  discussion  might  take  place  in  the  future. 

He  advised  the  Commissioners  that  staff  had  learned  that  the  interior  redwood  tree  project  for  the 
Moscone  Expansion  does  not  meet  certain  fire  code  laws  requirements  regarding  smoke  control.    He  said 
that  he  would  keep  them  informed  of  developments. 

He  reported  on  the  recent  Board  of  Supervisors  Transportation  and  Land  Use  Committee  hearing 
regarding  a  resolution  urging  the  commission  to  use  art  enrichment  funds  for  the  installation  of  the  organ 
in  the  future  pavilion  on  the  music  concourse  at  the  Embarcadero.  He  briefly  reviewed  developments  that 
had  taken  place  over  the  past  months.  He  began  with  reference  to  the  March  presentation  by  Jim  Haas,  in 
which  Mr.  Haas  told  the  Commission  that  the  concourse  project  would  be  implemented  totally  with 
private  funds.  Subsequently,  in  July,  Mr.  Haas  asked  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  to  approve  the  use  of 
funds  for  Mid-Embarcadero  art  enrichment  for  the  organ  project.  At  the  time,  the  Visual  Arts  Committee 
expressed  its  strong  support  for  the  organ  project  but  maintained  that  it  did  not  come  under  the  definition 
of  art  enrichment.  Mr.  Haas  then  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  resolution  urging  the  Arts 
Commission  to  consider  the  use  of  the  funds  to  install  the  organ  as  art  enrichment.  The  resolution  was 
heard  by  the  Transportation  and  Land  Use  Committee,  which  approved  it.  Mr.  Newirth  expressed 
concern  about  the  precedent  that  had  been  set  by  the  Committee  decision  and  the  potential  message  that 
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an  entity  other  than  the  Arts  Commission  could  make  the  decision  on  what  is  and  is  not  art.  Mr.  Newirth 
also  said  that  the  term  "art  enrichment"  with  the  few  exceptions  where  an  existing  art  work  is  purchased 
referred  to  the  commissioning  of  artists  to  create  a  new  work  in  collaboration  with  a  project  team  of  a  new 
or  renovated  civic  project  to  integrate  that  work  into  the  design  of  the  construction  project. 

He  then  reported  on  the  full  Board's  consideration  of  the  resolution  today.  He  said  that  there  had  been 
vocal  support  for  the  Arts  Commission's  view  and  that  certain  Supervisors  had  suggested  that  the 
installation  of  the  organ  might  warrant  public  funds  but  not  necessarily  art  enrichment  funds.  Four 
supervisors  voted  against  the  resolution.  Supervisors  supporting  the  resolution  had  expressed  the  view 
that  it  was  not  setting  a  precedent. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  had  never  voted  on  the  resolution  and  might  need  to  do  so  at 
some  point  in  the  future. 

Commissioner  Meyer  said  that  the  Commission  needed  to  develop  a  strategy  to  counter  similar  action  in 
the  future.  He  made  the  distinction  between  an  instrument  or  tool  and  a  work  of  art. 

Mr.  Newirth  also  reported  on  a  recent  Board  of  Supervisors  Finance  Committee  meeting  at  which 
members  were  voting  on  the  zoo  bond  sales.  He  said  that  the  budget  analyst  had  recommended  putting 
$200,000  of  the  $800,000  art  enrichment  allocation  on  reserve  for  mammal  acquisition  or  other  non-arts 
purposes,  that  the  Arts  Commission  had  not  been  notified  that  this  recommendation  was  being  considered 
by  the  Committee,  and  that  the  Committee  had  approved  it.  Mr.  Newirth  expressed  his  concern  that  the 
Arts  Commission  had  not  been  informed  about  this  item.  He  said  that  the  recommendation  itself  was  a 
clear  violation  of  the  public  art  ordinance,  which  stipulates  the  procedures  to  be  followed  if  a  client 
department  wishes  to  negotiate  the  allocation.  He  then  announced  that  today  the  full  Board  had  voted  to 
remove  the  reserve  requirement  that  had  been  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee.  Though  the  Arts 
Commission  may  be  pressured  to  reduce  the  allocation  negotiated  two  years  ago,  no  money  has  been 
placed  on  reserve.

He  asked  about  the  possibility 
of  hosting  the  show  at  the  Gallery  or  City  Hall,  and  suggested  that  funding  might  come  from  the 
Mayor's  Office. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  staff  had  already  expressed  interest  in  the  project,  and  that  City  Hall  would 
be  the  most  likely  venue. 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  called  the  Commission's  attention  to  the  plight  of  the  publisher 
Arion  Press,  which  is  being  evicted  from  its  present  quarters  and  needs  to  find  other  affordable 
space  that  can  accommodate  its  printing  press.  Arion  Press,  a  publisher  of  high-quality  limited 
editions,  is  the  last  publisher  to  print  with  hot  lead  type. 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  intention  by  the  Mayor's 
Office  to  erect  a  new  city  office  building  in  Civic  Center.  The  original  plan  called  for  the  new 
building,  to  be  located  on  Golden  Gate  Avenue  one  block  from  City  Hall,  to  exceed  the  district's 
height  limit.  The  Commissioner  reported  that,  at  a  recent  meeting,  it  had  been  proposed  that  the 
height  of  the  new  office  building  be  reduced  and  that  additional  offices  be  built  on  Grove  Street 
opposite  City  Hall.
